The nomination of General Sigrt by the 
Republicans of this State has but Hastened 
the revolt among the German-American 
Democracy, which had already been fore- 
seen. A large section of the party has long 
been disgusted by the arbitrary rule of a 
clique, which is closely allied with the worst 
influences by which the City is governed" 
While numbers of German Democrats de- 
sired reforms, and an endeavor, at least, that 
honest men should be put in office, they 
found tees. pe aftér year driven, 
without the ef resistance, into the 
arms of the Ring. And, when the name of a 
man whom all shades ef the party delight to 
honor was presented for their acceptance or 
rejection, they found themselves ander the 
necessity of either asserting their indepen- 
dence, or submitting to greater humiliations 
than éver before. 

The German-Americans of New-York, be- 
ing forced to this issue, the real power of 
the clique by which they have hitherto been 
governed, remains to be tested. It is already 
proved that there isa point beyond whicha 
portion of their following cannot be led. It 
may be found that the Democracy of the 
German voters of this City is not exactly, in 
its essence, though se far it has been in its 
results, identical with native New-York 
Democracy. And when the new movement, 
now seen to be of great importance, has 
reached the point of distinct organizations 
it may be seen that there are the elements of 
@ new party which will possess more weight 
and influence than the adherents of the 
Ring imagine. i 

In fact there is already a cry of danger 
ahead from sundry quarters of German- 
American Democracy. The Democratic 
ticket may, it is even said, be lost, if not in 
the City, certainly in the State. Meanwhile 
there are angry recriminations between 
those German-Americans who remain faith- 
ful to the Democratic Party and the leaders 
whose dictation has become unbearable to 
the seceding members, and which has en- 
dangered the success of the election. It is 
by means of misrulethat a portion of the 
German-American Party has been induced 
to separate and strike out for itself, say these 
latter, and there is considerable truth in the 
accusation. ; 

And in what has this dictation been shown, 
if not in the demand that.the German Demo- 
cratic vote shall support a Ring by which the 
City is notoriously misgoverned. It has not 
been that the party should triumph at the 
polis, but that the only result of every elec- 
tion is the continuance of corruption in City 
and State affairs. ‘There is a wide distinction 
between the traditions of a great party like 
the Democratic and the history being enacted 
by its successors in these days. And there is 
no less difference between the class of which 
Stepnen A. DouGiss was a type, and the 
magnates who control and rob the citi- 
zens of New-York. It could not be that our 
German-Americans would fail or refuse to 
see this. In calling themselves Democrats 
they sought to ally themselves with what 
was at least respectable of that political 
faith, but they do not mean to be forever 
‘held responsible for whatis not respectable. 

The real sim of 
every political party should be good govern-

Outrages on Ladies in Cars and Stages. 
We are all familiar with the ordinary 

drawbacks of riding wm the cars or stages. 


The public is perpetually grumbling on the 


subject, but as these conveyances are indis- 
pensable to the convenience of people in a 
City of “magnificent distances,” they are al- 
ways well patronized, and hithertoit has been 
found that complaints do little good. The 
cushions are full of dirt, and unless public 
opinion is very much mistaken, thickly popu- 
lated with vermin. Strike one with a stick 
and clouds of dust fly up, while in wet 
weather the damp seats literally act as a 
wet blanket on the passengers. The cars 
are reeklessly overcrowded, and the con- 
auctor and driver will scarcely ever stop 
long enough to take passengers up or set 
them down. This, of course, is an old story, 
bat it does not include all the inconve- 
niences to Which, passengers are subject. 
Several ladies have recently written to us to 
appeal for protection against a class who 
habitually use public vehicles in order that 
they may insult defenceless women. The 
cliarge is of such a nature that we would 
gladly believe it fo be exaggerated, or founded 
ona mistake. But it 1s amply corroborated 
by the conductors, to whom complaints are 
frequently made, and who are sometimes 
strongly tempted to take the law into their 
own hands, and summarily expel the offend- 
ers, or hand them over to the Police. The 
opportunity of committing these misdeeds 
is greater in stages than in cars, for there 
is no conductor to appeal to, no matter how 
grave may be the provocation. 

It is nothing new to learn that there are 
base-minded - creatures in the world who 
have a sort of instinct for insulting every 
woman they meet. They cannot sit next to 
alady in a theatre without revealing the 
vileness and depravity of their natures, 
They belong to the same vicious set as ad- 
vertise in the papers for ladies who, in o 
place of amusement or a car, happen to 
glance at them momentarily, and who do 
not rightly understand the appreciation in 
which some men hold the entire female 
sex. It is a satisfaction to know that 
the advertisers generally fall into the 
pit which they have dug for others, and are 
the easy prey of the only class in the 
community as dissolute and worthless 
as themselyes. The idea that: every 
woman’s mind is a well of corruption, 
and that she cannot resist the advances of 
the first empty-headed puppy who approach- 
es her, is at the bottom of these “ personal” 
notices. Even outcasts among women sink 
to a.lower level when they respond to adver- 
tisements which treat them as if they were 
cattle, The disgusting publications which 
are allowed to put forth indecent prints, un- 
der the pretence of recording Police or other 
news, have done much to poison the minds of 
our youth, and to destroy that ideal of wo- 
manhood which the influences of home, and 
the remembrance of the lofty and self-deny- 
ing love of a mother, naturally implant in 


the mind early in life: In these days the |

The English and‘the American Bar. 

We often hear it said, when the defects in 
our legal system are spoken of, that there 
would be some remedy for them in a closer 
union of the Bar, and the English Bar, with 
its Inns and ite Benchers, is referred to, with 
a wish that something of the kind existed 
among the legal profession here. Yet we 
find in a Jate number of the London Law Times 
an article on “Legal Customsin England 
and America,” which contains an- exactly 
similar complaint about the English 
Bar. “One feature about the English 
Bar,” says the writer, “is an apparent 
absence of cohesion among its members. It 
has no customs worth mentioning, save such 
as relate to etiquette; and those are treated 
with something like contempt. The Bar 
has no benefit society, as the solicitors have, 
and the Inns are mere bite of administrative 
machinery and excite no sympathy by any 
ene toward any one.” And he goes on to say 
that “America contrasts very favorably 
with England in this respect,” which conclu- 
sion, however, he bases on some resolutions 
passed at a meeting of the Bar Association 
of Milwaukee, on the occasion of the death 
of one of the members of the Milwaukee 
Bar. 

How it may be in Milwaukee we cannot 
say, but this conclusion, based on the-ex- 
istence of that Bar Association,. will' hardly 
be applicable throughout the country.. How: 
many countries are there in which. there is. a 
Bar Association’ We have none in New- 
York, nor can we remember baving ever 
heard of the existence of one, outside of Mil- 
waukee. ; 

But there is no doubt that if such associa- 
tions were: universally to. formed, they 
would tend to give that cohesion, the lack 
of which is certainly felt here, as it seems to 
bein England. A great difficulty in the way 
of the formation of one in this City is the 
number of lawyers. A Bar Association in 
Milwaukee might easily be formed and man- 
aged, but among the thousands ef lawyers 
who practice in New-York such an associa- 
tion is likely to be unwieldly, 1f not unman- 
ageable, and there is not even any “bit of 
administrative machinery” about which 
such an association could be gathered. 

Yet the times are not without indications 
of tendencies which may yet lead to a cohe- 
sion among the Bar of New-York. If the 
new Constitution is defeated and the elective 
system stil) prevails for our judiciary, we 
shall look to see a rapid increase in those 
tendencies and manifest results before many* 
years have gone by.

Life Insurance, its Certainties and Its 
Dangers. 

The recent failuresof Life Insurance Com- 
panies in England naturally give rise to dis- 
cussions as to the condition of other com- 
panies and the system of insurance gen- 
erally. But there is need of caution and dis- 
crimination m examining these subjects. To 
conclude that, because certain companies 
have failed others must, is as superfinous as 
would be the assertion that whereas. one 


man’s bill at sight is doubtful, so are all 


men’s bills. open to suspicion. The rules.of 
business and common sense are apphcable in 
Doth quae, sadupen them we atasp rely for 


judgment... 


Undeniably the cases of the Albert and the 
European were very bad ones. They revealed. 
facta which are in the highest degree: dis- 
creditable to the management of those insti-- 


itutions.. The long list of other companies, 
which, duzing a series of years, they had. 


absorbed, shows also a large aggregate: of 


‘virtual failures antecedent to their own 


downfall. But the result of the. investiga- 
tion inte these circumstances has no bearing 
whatever upon the soundness and. safety of 
life insurance when properly conducted. As 
an exposure of the rottenness. of. particular 
concerns, the failure of the two. in qnestion 
is, indeed, useful, not only as a. lesson of 
caution, but asan indication of where the 
real danger in such cases lies: There is no 
existing business which. contains within 
itself the elements of more absolute safety 
than lifeinsurance. Its principles are found- 
ed upon ascertained data and their applica_ 
tion may be rendered certain in their results. 
When disasters occur it is fornoother reason 
than that those principles are abandoned. 
There is a law of averages which applies to 
every circumstance of existence,: although 
its working is not always brought into a cal- 
culable shape. But there is none respecting 
which there is so clear a knowledge as that 
by which the duration of human life is 
stated. The statistics which have been gath- 
ered in many countries, and localities within 
them, and extending over long periods of 
time, prove, beyond the possibility of doubt 
or error, that there is a certain unvarying 
proportion of mortality ‘every year upon 
which the closest calculation may be based. 
Science demonstrates that out of five thou- 
sand persons, for instance, of mixed: ages, a 
certain number will die within that year. 
Upon that faet rests the whole theory 
of life insurance. A company or as- 
sociation, with five thousand or more 
members, may unite their annual con- 
tributions so that proyision may he 


made for a certain payment on the event })

The report in our local columns of yester- 
day, of the brutal stoning of two respectable’ 
negroes—both clergymen-—in the vicinity of 
Laight and Hudson streets, by a gang of labor- 
ers, furnishes one of a number {of instances of 
the revival of the cruel and cowardly spirit man- 
1fested in this City in the. Summer of 1863, when 
scores of defenceless men, women and children, 
whose only crime was the dusky hue of their 
skin, were hunted, stoned and stabbed by infu- 
riated mobs of ignorant, prejudiced whites. The 
reénkindling of this flame of violence at this time 
grows out of the recent killing of a ruffianly 
white man by a negro named Fry, in one of the 
upper Wards of the City, The deed was so pal- 
pably one of self-defence that the Coroner's jury 
promptly exculpated the slayer. This action of 
the authorities roused the flercest anger of the 
class to which the dead man belonged, and so 
violent were their threats against the prisoner 
that it was found necessary to shelter him with- 
in the walls of a prison, in order to prevent the 
destruction of his life by a mob of lynchers. 
Thus foiled in. their. designs, they enter a 
broader field—persecuting negroes, generally, 
wherever they found them. Nor was the cruel 
scheme confined to the few among whom 1¢ had 
its origin. The feeling of revenge spread ‘rap- 
idly among similar classes throughout the city, 
and within the past few days colored people 
have been openly insulted upon the streets and: 
threatened with the direst vengeance by their 
wanton persecutors. The assault of Friday last 
is, as already stated, but one of many instances 
which have occurred during the past week. 
“Down with the nigger!” 1s the cry of the de- 
based Democracy. “Down with the mobs!” is 
response of the People. .
